procedure in civil and criminal ac- 
tions are frequently submitted. 
Of 


these matters it is not unfair to pre- 
sume that the laiety know nothing. 
To draft a statute properly requires 
not only great legal Knowledge, but the 
ability 
to 
accurately 
and 
clearly 


express the thing intended. 
To know 


how to correct an existing evil in 
the 


law requires a knowledge of what the 
law now is. It is idle to pass ucts con- 
ferring 
certain rights unless there 


are legal means for enforcing the rights 
BO created. In England acts of Parli- 
inent are nsualy prepared under the 
directions of judges of the courts or 
some 
of^ the 
Queen's Councellors. 


In the Congress of the Umited States 
legal ability is one of the most essen- 
tial elements 
of usefulness or suc- 


cess, 
and 
many 
of 
the 
groat 


jurists of America have, 
by their 


services in that body given precision 
and certainty to the acts of Congres. 
Yet in Nevada it is, thought that every 
one, who can get elected to 
the 


legislature, is fully qualified to frame 
any _act that he or his constituency 
may desire. 
New members are pro- 


verbially anxious to try their hands at 
law-making. 
The statutes of this 


State are in a most confused condition. 
It is a difficult task to tell what is not 
in force. Acts now in force, and re- 
cently passed, contradict themselves in 
a 
single 
sectiuJ. Additional ones 


equally confusing will be presented this 
Winter. 
Amendments to existing laws 


are not dangerous, unless the present 
laws are carefully examined. A reen- 
Eotment of n section with slight verbal 
changes seemingly harmless but in fact 
most vicious, is a method most fre- 
quently adopted to pass objectionable 
measures. There ia some necessary 
legislation which should be passed this 
Winter. The amount is not great. 
There will bo greater safety in a cau- 
tious rejection than a wholesale passage 
of bills. 


We urge upon the members of both 


Houses to carefully inspect all bills be- 
fore voting for them. Learn as far as 
possible what they mean, whether any 
necessity exists 
for 
their 
passage 


and 
also 
whether 
it 
is 
for 


privateer general purposes. Consult, 
as often as possible, lawyers upon whose 
judgment you can rely and who are not 
personally interested in the passage of 
the measures. They are safer counsel 
than members of the body. We do not 
' believe that all lawyers are knaves and 
' we take no stock in the simpler yet 
•dangerous pleasantry of some of the 


Nevada press in complimenting the 
State upon having no lawyers in its law- 
making body. They are as much wanted 
there as doctors in a hospital. Their 
absence there though it make the un- 
skillful laugh, cannot but make the 
judicious grieve.

u secretary. Three-fourths of th» let- 
ters aie spontaneous declarations that 
Elaine is the choice o£ the writers for 
President in 1838. From all over the 
country there is the satae remarkable ex- 
pression. In tori days past men like 
Senator

Miller, 
Emory A. 


Storrs of Chicago, Senator Chaffae of 
Colorado, J. S. Clark&on of Iowa, Alex. 
Sullivan uf Chicago, H. E. Parsons of 
Virginia, Senator Hale of Maine, J. A. 
Long of Ohio, \V. C. Andrews of New 
York and Colonel Vf . E. Siinma of Vir- 
ginia have giveu their voice to the 
popular ci'y. They neither attempt to 
boom Blaine for 1888 nor indorse the 
movement, in his dueation, but bavo 
simply stated the evident iacts that the 
people are btill BUuuw friends. 
A New 


England Congressman 
who was in 


New York said 
that Blaiue's banner 


would bo borne aloft in 1888, and borne 
to victory. New England, h« says, is 
chockful of Elaine men, who will never 
give up his standard vmtil death or old 
age disables them. 


The New York Tribune contained un 


editorial during the week which signifi- 
cantly called attention to the fact that 
Blaine is only 54 years old and not dead 
yet, although his enemies nra very anx- 
ious to make that appear. When Blaine 
is mentioned as a second Clay, or an 
attempt is made to carry the parallel to 
the conclusion of a second defeat, the 
snecesa of General Jackson nfter a first 
defeat is pointed out as just as likely a 
precedent. General Grant is reported 
as saying, after he reart Elaine's ad- 
dress, that it would rally to his sup- 
port evary stalwart in the country not 
uuder the personal influence of Conk- 
liiig. A Republican of prominence who 
has been through Pennsylvania the past 
•week, says he found there many of the 
Blnine and. Logan clubs perpetuating 
their organization. The Augusta speech 
has been printed in both German and 
English and is being widely circulated 
there. 
It is everywhere talked about, 


^ind is a rallying point to keep the rank 
and file from deserting. 
In Ohio, by 


direction of the Chairman of the State 
Committee, the Blaine and Logan clubs 
ure keeping up their work. la Color- 
ado, Iowa and Kansas the Elaine and 
Logan clubs are going to Winter over 
in the same way. The idea is being 
taken up iu York State, the Twelfth 
Ward Club, 900 strong, having set the 
example on Wednesday, and adopted n 
resolution indorsing Blaine for renom- 
ination. 


Among the probabilities to the Senate 


from Colorado, in place of Hill, is 
Cluiffeo. 
In such a position he would 


be a power, and he believes that Elaine 
is the leader to -whom the party must 
turn. There have been changes that 
the seemingly strong demand ao early 
< 


made in Elaine's interest is the work of 
overzsalous friends, but so far os inves- 
tigation goes, his warmest friends in 
the late canvass are the most astonished 
nt the tarn affairs are taking and are 
seriously querying among themselves 
whether it is wise for the party and 
country. 
Meanwhile Blaine is reported 


to ba as dispassionate in the matter. as 
he was before the Chicago Convention 
and to be meditating another speech on 
a different topic, to be made at an early 
day, for which an opportunity may. be 
found at Washington. 
He has been 


expected hers daily for a weak, but his 
coming has been postponed 
another 


•week. In connection with the leader- 
ship he is showing under adversity, an 
-old member ef Congress recalls the fact 


that ivhen the lower house became 
Democrntio in 1874, and he stepped 
from the Spealcership to the floor, he 
became at once the leader of theKepxib- 
licnns, and by his splendid manage- 
ment made it possible to regain control 
of that body. 


SpeaKcr Carlisle's Views. 


WASHINGTON, 
November 
30th.— 


Spoak«r Carlisle arrived here this after- 
noon and gave instructions at the office 
iu th» Higgs House that no callers 
should be admitted. In a conversation 
with the Call'u correspondent, he said 
there wonlc! be no tariff legislation at 
the present session of Congress. He 
has not in any respect changed his 
views as to the necessity of n levision 
of ths tariff, b\ifc a short session of Con- 
gress he thinks it inexpedient to at- 
tempt uuy legislation on that subject. 
He thinks the "great question to come 
befoio Congress this Winter is the rat- 
ification ef the treaty recently negoti- 
ated between the United States aijd 
Spain, as to the free admission to this 
country of West Indian products. If 
that treaty is ratified, and sugar under 
No. 16, Dutch standard is admitted.free 
of duty, it will result in a very large de- 
crease of the revenue, and in the exer- 
cise of very considerable influence upon 
any tariff legislation. Car!isl» says he 
is opposed to any early ndjouinmsnt of 
Congress for tha purpose of enabling 
the members to attend tho Eipositiou 
at New Orleans. 
He believes that Con- 


gress should stay in Washington and 
attend to business until time for adjourn- 
ment. 
While greatly pleased with the 


result of the Presidential election, the 
Speaker does not care to express his 
opinion as to what Governor Cleveland 
will do, or as to what he should do in 
relation to tho distribution of federal 
patronage. Carlisle will be a candidate 
or Speaker in the nest House of Eepre- 
sentativos and he believes that he will 
here-elected. He expects his principal 
competitor will ba ex-Speaker Kaudall, 
although he has no knowledge or infor- 
mation of Randall's purposes. 


As the time draws nigh when I am to 


retire from tho public service, I cannot 
refrain from expressing to the members 
of tho National Legislature with whom 
I hare been brought into personal and 
official intercourse, my sincere apprecia- 
tion 
of 
their 
unfailing 
courtesy 


and of their harmonious co-opora- 
tion with tho Executive in so many 
measures calculated to promote the 
best interests of the nation; and to my 
fellow-citizens generally I acknowledge 
a deep obligation for the support which 
they have accorded me in the adminis- 
tration of the Executive Department of 
the Government.

763,097. 
The amount of two-dollnr 


notes in circulation is $20,778,738.

Nor 
do I hesitate to express the opinion that 
the country would be benefited if all the 
five-dollar notes should be gradually re- 
tired and the coinage of half and quar- 
ter eagles should be increased. If this 
should be done, the circulating medium 
of the United States below §10 would 
be silver and gold, and we should be 
following the example of France, in 
which there is an immense circulation 
of silver coin, which in all domestic 
transactions maintains its standing with 
gold."

The Eureka Leader, of last Friday, 


says: "Last Tuesday all the men who 
work about the smelters at the Rich- 
mond furnace were out down in wages, 
There had been no previous notice of 
an intended reduction given previous to 
Monday and the men. were surprised at 
the proposition of a reduction of the 
rate of wagss at -which they had been 
working so long. The only thing for 
the men to do was to submit to tho re- 
duction or quit, as men could be pro- 
cured who were wilhug to work at the 
reduced rates. Tho smelters wers re- 
duced from five to four dollars p»r day, 
feeders from four to three and a half 
dollars per day. This is a pretty heavy 
reduction for one cut-down, but we pre- 
sume the managers of the Richmond 
company understand the necessity for 
the reduction better than persons on the 
outside. The employes in the refinery 
have been served with a notice to the 
effect that a reduction of fifty cents on 
each man will be put into effect next 
Monday, December 1st. The present 
pay for refinery hands is four dollars 
per day,
